A LOOK BACK AT THE 


YEAR IN TRAVEL

Another year in travel has nearly come 
and gone. 

The era of higher airfares remained, 
as airlines showed continued discipline 
when putting seats in the sky Hotels 
and rental cars continued to be the best 
sources of bargains. Superstorm Sandy 
took a bite out of travel, but the airlines 
responded with impressive communica- 
tion and flexibility for their customers. 

Business travel continued its rebound 
since the depths of the recession, particu- 
larly to emerging markets such as Latin 
America, Eastern Europe and Asia. 

Ancillary airline fees, predictably, 
proved not to be a fad. (That means you 
can expect more in 2013.) Eull-body scan- 


ners became the norm at airports and 
with relatively little fuss from travelers, 
even if some scientists called for greater 
independent research on their potential 
effects. 

That’s 2012 in a nutshell. Eor an ad- 
ditional look back, we checked in with 
Chris McGinnis, director of Travel Skills 
Group. 

How will 2012 be remembered in the 
travel industry? 

The first year since 2008 when the travel 
industry can safely say business travel has 
come back. 

What were the positive developments in 
2012 for travelers? 


Based on what 
President Obama 
accomplished for 
travelers in the 
previous four years 
(like PreCheck, 
funds for high-speed 
rail, passage of the 
three-hour rule for tarmac 
delays, higher compensation 
levels for bumps and scrutiny of ancillary 
fees), I think his re-election means more 
consumer protections and fewer head- 
aches for travelers in coming years. 

What were the negative developments? 

In-flight Wi-Ei has become popular 
among business travelers, so popular 


flights as it was in 
the past. Gogo (a 
leading provider) says 
it is working on fixes and 
fatter pipes to planes, but that 
remains to be seen. 

Is the industry moving in a more or less 
consumer-friendly direction versus a 
year ago? 

More friendly again, based largely on the 
advances made by the Obama adminis- 
tration.

On a recent night in New York, “Les Miserables” stars Anne Hathaway, Amanda Seyfried and Samantha Barks 
repurposed their singing skills for something less epic— karaoke. 


‘Amanda was attempting some rap and then halfway in she goes, 
‘How does this song go?’ We’re like, ‘You picked it! You picked the 
song!’ ” recalls Barks, a veteran of London’s “Les Miz” stage musi- 
cal making her film debut in the movie from director Tom Hooper 
(“The King’s Speech”). ‘And then Annie gave an incredible rendi- 
tion of ‘Don’t Rain On My Parade.’ And then I was like, ‘Can we just 
sing “Girls Just Want to Have Fun”?’ We were jumping from couch 
to couch. It was like 13-year-olds at a sleepover. We were like, [sing- 
ing], ‘I come home, in the morning light!’ It was hilarious.” 

Decades-old material likewise translates well in “Les Miz,” open- 
ing Christmas Day Nearly all the lines are sung in this musical take 


on Victor Hugo’s classic story in which Jean Valjean (Hugh Jackman) 
spends decades striving for redemption as Inspector Javert (Russell 
Crowe) firmly dedicates himself to the law Hathaway plays single 
mother-turned-prostitute Fantine; Seyfried is Fantine’s grown daugh- 
ter Cosette, who catches the eye of Marius (Eddie Redmayne of “My 
Week with Marilyn”); Barks plays Eponine, who falls for Marius. 

At 7 a.m. at the Peninsula Hotel, Barks, 22 and Redmayne, 30 — 
whose go-to karaoke songs are Meat Loaf’s “Bat Out of Hell” and 
Queen’s “Bohemian Rhapsody” by the way— talked about sacrific- 
ing for their roles, getting songs stuck in their heads and singing 
without forcing people to look into their mouths.

Hugh Jackman went without water 
for 36 hours before the opening 
sequences. Anne Hathaway lost a lot of 
weight. Russell Crowe walked 28 blocks 
in the rain to audition. Whafs something 
you guys felt like you sacrificed for these 
roles?

pouring rain whilst crying. So I think you win 
the prize. ... I think you take Jackman and 
Hathaway down! 

SB: Lost a bit of weight, walked in the rain ... 


You didn’t make him put on a corset too to 
understand what you were going through? 

ER: {Laughs.} 

SB: I tried. I tried. But he wasn’t up for it. 
ER: Yeah, I think Marius in a corset, that 
might make the fanatics question it a bit. 


So what’s something you sacrificed, Eddie? 

ER: Oh, God. I’m going to be totally honest. 

I remember sitting in rehearsals with Tom 
Hooper, the director, and he’d be like, 
“Where is everyone?” I’d be like, “They’re all 
in the gym.” {Laughs.} He’d be like, ‘Aren’t 
you the romantic lead? Shouldn’t you ...” 

I’m like, “Yeah. I get to wear really smart 
costumes and hold a gun.” 

SB: We ’re all like a gang like, “Yeah, five 
pounds to go, woo-hoo, high-five!” {Laughs.} 


You sang “Les Miserables” songs over and 
over and surely had them in your head. 
What’s another pop song you can recali 
having in your head recently that you were 
like, “Get this out of here now!” 

ER: Oh my God, there is an actual answer to 
this! {Laughs.} 

SB: There is an actual perfect answer to this. 
ER: Because we’ve been touring about various 
cities and as a group— Sam keeps humming 
this song brilliantly 

SB: Y)u know when someone says a phrase 
... and I went (singing Katy Perry’s “Wide 
Awake”), “I’m wide awake. Da da da da da da. 
Da da da da da da.” And I can’t stop doing 
it. We all finally go a few minutes without 
the song being mentioned and then it’s like 
{singing}, “I’m wide awake!” I love Katy 
Perry but ... 

Is that the only line you know? 

SB: That’s it. But then I go {singing}, “I’m 
wide awake. Da da da da da da. Da da da da 
da da.” How annoying is that? 

Do you want to join in, Eddie? 

ER: I don’t know the song that well, 
so I’m the only person that it hasn’t been 
driving insane ... 

SB: I think maybe I should learn the words. 
{Laughs.} Maybe we’ll just pick a {different} 
song. 

ER: I love Katy Perry I don’t know that song. 
I’m slightly disappointed in myself 


SB: I think it’s {just}, can you sing, “Da da 
da da da da.” It’s not like this. She has got 
words to it; they actually fit in somewhere. 
{Laughs.} 

How long do you think you could go singing 
everything? Like in the movie, which hardly 
has any dialogue. 

SB: As far as real life? 

ER: {Laughs.} Be careful what you say here 
because I feel like he’s going to ask us do to 
it! {Laughs.} 

SB: Personally my rap skills aren’t that good, 
so my rhymes wouldn’t be that good on the 
spot. But really I’d say { 1 } have spent a large 
chunk, if you think in percentages of how 
I’ve spent in my life actually through song, 
that’s quite a high percentage because I’ve 
done musical theater since {I was} 17. That’s 
like eight shows a week for a year since I was 
17. That’s a lot of singing. I would love to 
think of myself as the girl form “Enchanted,” 
you know the girl ... 

ER: {Laughs.} Amy ... 

SB: Amy Adams in “Enchanted,” but I can’t 
think of her character’s name. It’s going to 
really annoy me. Yeah. I’d love to be like that. 
{Laughs.} 

Tm interested you bring up rapping. How 
much does that come into play? 

SB: Rapping does not come into play in “Les 


Miz.” I can honestly say that. When you’re 
singing all the time, if I was to sing to you 
now I’d be trying to think in rhyme like a rap 
artist, but there is no rap in “Les Miz.” 

You talked at last night’s Q&A about 
learning how to sing forcefully without 
contorting your face in a strange way. I was 
curious if you’re able to demonstrate what 
the difference is. 

{Both laugh.} 

SB: Y)u love a challenge. I love it. I do like to 
do a challenge, but I just feel like I’m not up 
to ... 

You don’t have to sing. I’m just wondering ... 

ER: What the faces would look like. 

Yeah, because it looks so natural in the 
movie. 

SB: I think when you see an opera singer or a 
musical theater performer in full-blown, big- 
old belt, their mouth is so huge and you can 
actually if you look hard enough, see right 
down to the ... 

ER: It’s like a Disney cartoon. You see the 
{thing} in the back {of the throat}. {Laughs.} 
SB: Yeah, you can see that. So it’s kind of 
like creating those sounds but with a, not 
a neutral face, but not like you’re straining 
to sing. It would be hard to give an example 
without being really annoying to everybody 


ER:But it’s all right in the moments of serious 
angst. In “Empty Chairs and Empty Tables,” 
which is the song my character sings, the 
survivor’s guilt song, all his friends have died, 
and you go at it with veins and tears and 
contorted {expressions}, that works. But if 
I’m doing a love song it’s, “Uhh, who’s that 
mangled person ... get him off our screen.” 

What’s next? Eddie, there are rumors about 
you being in the sequel to “The Amazing 
Spider-Man”? 

ER: I feel like again— we were just asking 
Sam earlier about other people casting. With 
the Internet it’s extraordinary that I get 
told stuff that I’ve never heard of before. It’s 
wonderfully flattering, but no, I don’t have 
any plans at the moment. 

SB: It’s funny You get told news about 
yourself that you don’t know. 

ER:You ’re like, “Wait a second, guys.” 

SB: “Oh, wow” You’re like, “I didn’t know 
that.” 

Samantha, I heard you were playing Katy 
Perry in an upcoming biopic? 

ER: {Laughs.} 

SB: I’m not going to spread rumors but I have 
been practicing, {sings} “I’m wide awake. Da 
da da da da. Da da da da da.” 

ER: Seriously I am imagining right now That’s 
quite good, mpais@tribune.com i @mattpais

Aside from “News- 
ies,” I don’t prefer 
musicals. I still know 
a good one when I 
see it, and the first 
big-screen musi- 
cal version of “Les 
Miserables” is a very 
good one. 

The first-time-ever 
nature of the musical 
adaptation —Vic- 
tor Hugo’s classic 
19th-century novel 
has been adapted as 
a movie and TV show about 500 times, most 
recently in the average 1998 edition— more 
than justifies its existence. Director Tom 
Hooper’s decision to film the performers 
singing live, as opposed to the ultra-artificial, 
overproduced “Glee” style, works wonders 
for intimacy As the characters sing nearly all 
the verbal communication, the performances 
in “Les Miserables” explode with feeling. 

Well, not quite all of them. Russell Crowe 
makes a mild Inspector Javert, largely be- 
cause the warmth of his singing voice dilutes

the character’s rigidity into compassion. He’s 
a less-than-firm foil for Jean Valjean (Hugh 
Jackman), the long-incarcerated hero who 
spends his life working to redeem incidents 
of theft after a priest refuses to turn him in. 
Going from gaunt and bearded to his usual 
dignified self, Jackman’s an excellent naviga- 
tor of Valjean’s journey and the marvels 
don’t stop there. Anne Hathaway very good 
though occasionally a little too actress-y as 
single-mother-turned-prostitute Fantine, de- 
livers a show-stopping “I Dreamed a Dream.” 
And you can actually hear hearts shatter in 
the theater during Samantha Barks’ rendition 
of “On My Own,” chronicling her unrequited 
love for Marius (Eddie Redmayne, bringing 
strength to a role that needs it as he leads 
protests and falls for Fantine’s daughter, 
Cosette [Amanda Seyfried}.) 

The first third of this two-and-a-half-hour 
film moves swiftly muting emotions amid 
a pace that flows from one song to the next 


to the next. Yet if you think a musical can’t 
make you feel something, or that on-the- 
nose lyrics can never resonate, “Les Mis- 
erables” is the movie to change your mind. 
Whether it’s Hathaway registering Fantine’s 
anger as hope tears into nothingness or 
Redmayne and Barks collaborating on the 
gorgeous ‘A Little Fall of Rain,” it’s hard to 
deny several moments that showcase the 


musical form in top condition. 

After all these years, “Les Miserables” 
resounds as people are challenged to move 
within different eras of their lives, through 
rights and wrongs, lessons and atonement. 
That many will die for a cause is 100 percent 
clear. But I wonder: Why doesn’t Jean Valjean 
ever find a significant other? %u’d think the 
mayor would have plenty of puU in town.

Harper, Turner and Barker, Alice and Phil 
also seem to have an issue with first names. 

Anyway it’s no wonder Alice has her res- 
ervations. Artie rudely tells Turner’s (Joshua 
Rush) speech therapist how to do her job 
and compares Barker’s car-seat belt to his 
grandma’s bra; when she’s not discussing 
drinking and smoking, Diane tells 12-year-old 
Harper (Bailee Madison) about how she used 
to get her weather-girl gigs mostly as a result 
of her tight dress. 

Crystal hasn’t had a lead role since 2002’s 
‘Analyze That,” and his comic sensibilities 
are at this point just a pile of mothballs. 
Matching her co-star, Midler mugs with such 
gracelessness that her comedic timing pales 
compared to the family’s talking house. 

These adults mostly mean well, but their 
foibles could hardly be more painful. Artie 
focuses on a ridiculous live broadcasting 
audition for the X Games while Barker pees 
on a half pipe, and Diane, observing a mess 
that’s been made of cake in the kitchen, 
exclaims, “We’re going to have to call 
FEMA!” While there should never be federal 
assistance for dessert mishaps, the movie 
absolutely deserves to be called a disaster.

Quentin Tarantino 
couid do this ail day 


I couldn’t listen to 
writer-director Quen- 
tin Tarantino talk for 
an especially long 
time, but the guy’s 
got a remarkable 
knack for dialogue. 
His characters, and 
the highly cinematic scenes he creates for 
them, command the screen. He’s always a 
talent, no matter the product. 

That’s a nice way of saying Tarantino’s latest 
exploitation flick, “Django Unchained,” like 
Wes Anderson’s “The Life Aquatic,” does 
more of what the filmmaker does well while 
suggesting he can probably cool it with his 
preferred style and themes. For Tarantino 
it’s revenge, and following the World War II 
revenge fantasy “Inglourious Basterds,” he’s 
cooked up another doozy underscored by the 
painful memories of history: In 1858 Texas, 
one minute Django (famie Foxx) walks in 
chains, connected to other slaves. The next 
minute Dr. King Schultz (Christoph Waltz,

who won an Oscar for “Basterds”) springs 
Django to help him identify a trio of broth- 
ers that Schultz, a former dentist working as 
a bounty hunter, will be paid handsomely to 
bring in. That he can coUect his human targets 
dead or alive presents a flexible legal boundary 
Schultz does not hesitate to acknowledge. 

For about 165 minutes, “Django Un- 
chained” engages Tarantino’s distinctive 
voice while occasionally embracing some- 
thing bigger than entertainment. Early 
on, Schultz recognizes his own hypocrisy 
in capitalizing on the slavery he opposes. 
Later, when Schultz and Django’s search for 
Django’s wife, Broomhilda (Kerry Washing- 
ton), brings them to the plantation of Calvin 
Candie (Leonardo DiCaprio), Tarantino clev- 
erly plays on the slave owner’s ignorance. The 
man behind “Pulp Fiction” and “Kill Bill” is

both funny and smart, and he’d probably be 
the first one to tell you so. 

That said, presenting pre-Civil War 
Southerners as cartoonish racists takes 
roughly no knowledge or daring, and “Django 
Unchained” lacks tightness and forward 
momentum.

Controversial film? 
Thafs so Tarantino

Quentin Tarantino had been shooting “Djan- 
go Unchained” for two solid weeks at a planta- 
tion outside New Orleans, but a pall of uncer- 
tainty hung over the cast and crew: Just what 
kind of slavery movie was this going to be? 

After all, this was a white writer-director 
with a blaxploitation fixation whose previ- 
ous film, “Inglourious Basterds,” was a wise- 
cracking Holocaust revenge farce. Now it was 
February in Louisiana, and he had scores of 
African-American extras on set playing field 
hands, house servants and “ponies” (black 
women who served as companions to slave 
owners), and some racially tinged tension was 
bubbling up. 

Tarantino set up a key scene: Jamie Foxx, 
playing slave-turned-bounty-hunter Django 
Freeman, would confront a white overseer 
who had tortured and punished him and his 
wife before selling them off to different own- 
ers. On cue, Foxx began mercilessly whipping 
the man. 

“I yell ‘Cut!’ and they all burst into applause. 
That’s when Jamie turned around and real- 
ized that he had an audience: 40 black folk, 
all dressed as slaves, rooting him on,” Taran- 
tino recalled. “That’s when everyone saw the 
movie we were making.” 

Whether general audiences will embrace 
“Django” as unequivocally when it hits the- 
aters Christmas Day though, remains to be 
seen. The risky $100 -million production 
(minus Louisiana tax breaks), co-financed by 
the Weinstein Co. and Sony Pictures, zigzags

between graphic scenes of bloodshed and 
slapstick moments, including one in which 
Ku Klux Klansmen gripe about the design of 
their hoods before a raid. 

In “Django,” Foxx’s character is freed by 
Dr. King Schultz (Christoph Waltz), a Ger- 
man dentist who has become a bounty hunter. 
Schultz despises slavery but is not above us- 
ing the system to his financial benefit. He ini- 
tially teams with Django to help locate a trio 
of outlaws and ends up forming a partnership 
with him, helping Django find his wife (Kerry 
Washington), who has been sold to a brutal 
plantation owner, Calvin Candie (Leonardo 
DiCaprio). 

For the 49 -year-old director of “Pulp Fic- 
tion” and “Jackie Brown,” treading into vio- 
lent and racially charged waters is hardly un- 
familiar territory and Tarantino said that he’s 


girding for a polarized response. 

“I’m expecting the exact same reaction as 
‘Inglourious Basterds,’ if not rougher,” said 
Tarantino, referring to his 2009 World War II 
revenge film, which was criticized for trivial- 
izing the Holocaust. “The Jewish community 
had a long time to get ready for ‘Inglourious 
Basterds.’ The black community is not ready 
for this movie.” 

Yet with a bit of his traditional swagger, he 
added: “Even for the movie’s biggest black 
detractors, I think their children will grow up 
and love this movie. I think it could become a 
rite of passage for young, black males.” 

Despite the film’s lighter moments, the 
director and his collaborators admit the pro- 
duction was an arduous journey because of 
the subject matter and the brutality 

“I didn’t sleep through the night through- 
out this whole shoot,” Foxx admitted in June. 
“Quentin was constantly challenging me to 
get to the slave. How do you leave your per- 
sona? You are starting all over again, to be that 
vulnerable, to not be able to read. For you to 
be able to let go like that, that’s a scary thing.” 

Tarantino, normally gregarious, said he’s 
found himself in a depressed, melancholy 
state now that he’s finished the movie and is 
starting to allow himself time to reflect on the 
world he has re-created. 

“I’m actually starting to feel the pain of 
what Fve marinated myself in for the last nine 
months,” Tarantino said. “There are stains 
{from this movie], and Fm starting to let my- 
self feel them now”
